Thefe viftorics were follow'd by the greateft blow the Othmans The detet of 
ever recciv'd fince the defeat of I/dirim Bajazet, by which fortune pp 
fhow'd, that no Empirc, though ever fo extenfive and firmly ettablifh'd, er 
is out of her reach. Ali Pafba the Admiral having taken Cyprus, had 
left the flower of the army to garrifon the towns, difmif'd the Euro- 
pean Soldiers fatigu'd with twelve months toil in raifing ramparts and 
other works, and, he himfclf was now returning to Conflantinople 
with the ficet and reft of the forces. Thus failing in the Mediterra- 
nean, he is fuddenly attack’d by the enemy's fleet, firengthen’d, as 
fome fay, by the affiflance of the Germans and Spaniards. Capudan 
Pafba, though by reafon of the fewncfs(19) of his men he could

on the banks of the Bo/phorus built a 
large Jami.

is fill’d by his fon Ahmed on the gth of the month Rejeb, 
in the year 1012, when he was yet fcarce fifteen years old, and thus 
what had never before been done, the reins of the Government were 
committed to a youth, which gave occafion to the following verfe of 
a certain Poet: “ To him alonc of all the fons of Othman, it was 
“ granted to enjoy the Empire before he had been poffefs'd of a Stan- 
“ dard (1). 

II. But he demonftrates in the firt years of his Reign, that the 
fceptcr was not unworthily put into the hands of a youth. His des 
ceas'd father’s love of cafe had render'd the Afatic foldiery, whom 
the Perfian wars had always kept employ'd, fo infolent, that they ima- 
gin'd it allowable ta fet upon and fpoil not only Travellers but whole 
provinces and towns. Complaints had in his father's time been fre- 
quently brought to Court, and Generals alfo fent to fupprefs the re- 
bels, but cither allur'd with the hope of prey themfelves, or negligent 
of their duty, they were fo fat from putting a ftop to thefe proceed- 
ings, that the number of plunderers increafing, all Anatolia was mife- 
rably ravag’d. Among thefe the two chief were Calenderogit and Ta-

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Sultan’s power, are flaughter’d in his prefence. Thus fell the famous City, to 
defend which, the Shab of Perfia had aflembled the flower of his army, and 
almoft his whole nobility, and to take which, Murad had applied the ftrength 
of the Othman Empire. This was the lat overthrow of the Perfans, fince 
which they have not dard to be reveng’d, or to lift up their head againft the 
Othman power. 

XVII. Bagdad being fubdu'd, Murad {pends fome days in repairing the breaches, 

and fetling che affairs of the province of Arak; then leaving the new Vizir Muf- 
tafha Pafha to finih what he had begun, winters in DWarbeksr, and the next 
‘pring returns to Conffantinvple with his guards. Whilft he is thcre meditating 
ah expedition againft the Chreftians, he is fuddenly feiz’d with a diftemper, which 
after fifteen days tranfported him to the regions of eternity in the year 1049, on 
the 15th of the month Sheval, after he had liv'd thirty one, and reign’d icven- 
„teen years, 
yo XVIII. The Turks relate the manners and domettick affairs of this Emperor 
in fo many Volumes, that perhaps they juftly feem fometimes to intermix fables. 
1 thalf briefly infert fuch things only as are deliver'd by Muraa’s more accurate 
hiftorians. By thefe he is chiefly oblerv'd to commit fome things contrary both to 
the imperial honour and the order of nature. They fay he us'd to refort with 
particular friends to gertain picafant places and gardens without the City, and 
ih a mafiner unbecgfning an Emperor, converfe with them, light fires, drefs vic- 
tual, buy wiseeffom a tavern, and drink it familiarly with his companions. 
Morcover T marricd old women of cighty to young men of fifteen or five and 
twenty, and join'd in matrimony old men and girls in the flowereof their youth, 
with a thoufand fuch like pranks. 

XIX, It may be fard in his excufe, that he intended by thefe things to {earch His 
mott avetitately into the nature and inclinations of man, and tafte the pleafures "°" 
of a private and rural life. But he is much more remarkable for his drunken- 
nefs, in which he exceeded all his predeceffors that were given to that vice. 
Led to it by Becri Muftapha (11), he was not content to drink wine in private, 

but 
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from Murad himfelf, who could not re- 
frain till the Mufician had done finging. 
For his fake Murad order’d what captives 
were yet alive, not only not tò be kill’d, 
but to be fet at liberty, Afterwards Mu- 
rad carried with him this Mufician to Con- 
fantinople, and greatly efteem’d him. And 
indeed his Perfian mufical works, which in 
Perfia feem'd to be buried in the ruins of 
Bagdad, were reviv'd in Turky, This mu- 
fical inftrument is much like a harp with 
fix ftrings each way, (from whence the 
name Shefodar or èkagaptuv,) and is ac- 
counted the chief of mulical inftruments, 
invented as "tis thought by David, though 
few at this day know how to play on it 
well, 

(11) Becri Muftapba] The Turks unani- 
moufly agree, that this man gave Murad 
the firft occafion of making himfelf drunk. 
How this was done is thus related. As 
Murad was once going about the market- 
place in difgaife, he accidentally lights 
upon ihis Becri Muflapka wallowing in the 
dirt almoft dead drunk. Wondering at 
the novelty of the thing, he asks his peo- 

le, what was the matter with him, for to 

im he feem'd lanatick. Being told he

was drunk with wine, he warts to know 
what fort of liquor that was, of whofe ef- 
feéts he was yet ignorant. Mean whiie, 
Muflapba gets up, and with opprobrious 
words bids the Emperor ftand of Afto- 
nifh'd at the man’s boldnefs, Rafcal, fays 
he, doft thou bid me, who am Sultan 
Murad, be gone? And I ( anfwers Mufa- 


pha) am Becrit Muflapba, and if thou wilt + drunt

Mufiapha. Murad demanding where he 
would get the money to purchafe fuch a 
City, Mufapba replies, Don't trouble thy- 
felf about that, for what is more, I will 
buy too the fon of a bond-woman [for 
the Emperors are all born of captives. } 
Murad agrees to it, and orders Mufiapba 
to be taken out of the dirt and carried

by men of all orders and degrees. As he was an immoderate lover of wine, 

fo he was a mortal enemy to opitim and tobacco, forbid both on pain of 

death, and with his own hand kilfd feveral, whom he found either eating 

opium, or fmoaking or felling tobacco. However one Tiriak: a fmoakct 

cfcap’'d punifhment by his wit. For as He could nor help fmoaking, he 

caus'd a deep pit to be; dug under his tent, and cover'd with green turf to pre- 

vent a difcovery.

XX. From this vice fprung another, no lefs deftruftive to Governors than to 
the ftate, cruclty. He thirfted after innocent blood, breath'd nothing but flaugh- 
ter, and feem’d as it were to be nourifh'd by it. Very ften <t midnight he 
{tole out of the women’s apartments through the private gat;s of the palace-with 
his drawn fword, and tunning through the ftreets barcfootcd with only a loofe 
gown about him, like a madman, kill'd whoever came in lis way. (Frequently si 
from the windows of the higher rooms, where he us'd to drink and/diyert him- 
felf, hc fhot with arrows fuch as accidentally pafs'd by. In the day-time he ran 
up and down in difguife, and did not return till he had kill’d fome unfortunate , 
wretches for little or no caufe. So great terror did he ftrike into the whole 
City, that no man dar'd even mention his name within his walls. Many weak 
perfons, efpecially fuch as us'd to cat opium, fell into a fwoon if they did but 
hear the namc of Murad. For fuch he never fpar'd, but cither kill'd them all, 
or forc'd them to drink wine inftead of opium. By thefe means he is faid, du- 
ring the feventcen years of his reign, to kill above fourtecn thoufand men, ma- 
ny of whom were gencrals of the higheft rank.

feiz’d with fleep, and ina few hours wa- 
king with the head-ach, fends tor Maftapba 
in a great paflion. Mu/tapha inftantly ap- 
pears, and perceiving the cafe, Here (fays 
he ) is your remedy, and offers him a cup 
of wine, by which his head-ach is prefèntly 
remov’d, and his former gladnefs reftor'd. 
When he had done this two or three 
times, he was by degrees fo addiéted to- 
wine, that he was drunk almoft every day. 
Becri Muftapba his Tutor was admitted 
among the Mufabib or Privy Counfellors, 
and always near the Emperor. At his 
death the Sultan order’d the whole Court 
to go into mourning, but caus’d his body 
to be buried with great pomp in a tavern 
among the hogfheads. After his deceafe 
the Emperor declar'd he never enjoy'd 
one merry day, and whenever Mfn/tapba 
chanc’d to be mention’d, was often feen ro 
burft out into tears, and to figh from the 
bottom of hisheart. Ina word, Ihave not 
read of fo great favour gain'd by the pre- 
cepts of virtue, as Majflapba atquit'd by 
the dictates of vice...

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XXI. Befides thefe vices, he was adorn'd with great endowments of body and Endowments 
, , i of body and 

mind, fo that he feem'd to be form'd by nature as an inftance of a man ex- opa? 
cclityg as well in vices as virtues. All bodily excrcifes requifite to a foldicr 
were found in him. In the art of fhooting with the bow, he had not his equal 
in the whole Twrki/b nation, except the famous champion Tozcoparan. There 
are now two marble pillars ftanding fifteen hundred cubits afunder, over which 
he is fad to fhoot an arrow. He was of all the Othmans the mot expert 
horfeman, and threw the Ferzd with fuch dexterity, that no Tartarian arrow 
could go fo far or with fuch exaétnefs. He is reported fo have been fo fwift of 
foot, that the fleetet Arabian horfe could hardly outrun him. Nor did he 
want fingular endowments of mind. In the firt place he was fteddy in the con- 
duct of affairs, and defifted not from an undertaking till ic was accomplifh'd or 
traftrated. He was unfhaken in all circumftanccs, fo that if his years had been 
anfwerable to his greatncfs of mind, he would without much difficulty have ac- 
quir'd the monarchy of the univcrfc. But the wounds with which the {word 
threaten’d others, were given him by drunkennefs, and remov'd him out of the 
world, of which he was the terror. 


The End of the Reign of MURAD IV. 
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I. Ultan Jrahim was born in the year of the #lejira 1026, and three and 
twenty years after, his brother Murad being dead, and no other heir re- 
maining of the Othman race, was with unanimous confent proclaim'd Emperor, 
II. His firft care after his acceflion to the throne, was to clear the Black Sea 
of the Coffak Pyrates, and render the paflage fafe and open for fhips failing to 
Conftantinople. He petceiv'd this could not be done without great trouble 
and charge, whilft Afak, fituated at the mouth of the Tanais, was in their hands, 
becau'c he faw that City was convenient for exercifing pyracy, and in cafe of a 
defeat would afford them a retreat. Wherefore he fends a numerous army to 
befiege it, and taking it after many affaults, puts all the garrifon to the fword. 
HI. The Pontus Enxinus being thus cleat'd, he refolves to do the fame in the 


White Sea. 


All the Iflands therein were now taken by the Othman valour, ex- 


cept Crete (1), which contemn’d the imperial power, and afforded`a harbour to 


pyratcs,

(1) Crete} I fhall infert here the Hiftory of 
this Iland as deliver'd by the Turki/b writers, 
if it were only to fhow their care in tranfs 
mitting the aétions of their countrymen. 
Kritos, which by a change of fome of the 
letters, is by others corruptly cald Gerid, 
is the chief of the Iflands in the Med:terras 
nean, and extended from eaft to weft in 
length two hundred, and in breadth fixty, 
miles. Ic feems by nature herfelf to be 
created for the delight of man. The foil 
is every whefe fertile, and abounding with 
all fot s of grain, The fragrant fields are 
full of Kerbs, good as well for the food of 
beafts and birds, as for phyfical ufesy %- 
mong the\laft, particularly is the herb /fti- 
mum, Whote wonderful virtues have been 
gelebrated by che antient Phyficians. No 
wild beafts hurtful to man or animals, as 
wolves, foxes, ferpents, are ever bred here, 
nor if brought from elfewhere can they

live. The firt inhabitants of this Iland 
inftruéted the reft of the world in an ele- 
gant way of life. It was the conftant opi- 
nion of the worfhippers of graven images, 
that the Prince of the Heathen idols was 
born at Crete. From the fame fountain 
flow’d mufick and other arts tending to the 
delight and polifhing of mankind. It had , 
formerly many and very famous Cities, 
numberlefs villages and inhabitants, the 
foftnefs of the air and temperature of the 
climate inviting new colonies from all 
parts. lt was many years fubjeét to the 
Greeks, afterwards ic was conquer'd by the 
arms of the Mufulmans of Spain. For in 
the year of the Hejira 204, when Hakim, 
fon of Heffam of the family of Umie rul'd 
at Corduba in Spain, an infurrection is 
rais'd againft him, which increas'd fo fud- 
denly, that a crowd of confpirators fyr- 
rounded Hakim's palace and attecipies hh 
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pyrates, who plunder'd the Furkifh fhips. The frequent complaints brought by 
his fubjeéts againtt the Venetians had before induc'd him to conquer this Ifland,

The King bravely refifts, and after 
a bloody confliét difperfes the rebels, kills 
‘many of them, and pardons the ret, on 
condition they would depart and feck new 
habitations. The Mufulmans being thus 
egpell'd their antient feats with thirty fhips 
fail towards Egypt, and arrive near Alex- 
andria. Whereupon Afdullah fon of Tahir, 
who then govern’d Egypt under the Per- 
fian, goes from Cairo with a great army, 
«mmkpeltediy furprifes and furrounds them. 
However pitying their condition, he fends 
them away, with a command to depart 
out of Egypt and revet return again. Be- 
„ing unable to refift, they obey his orders, 
and going on board their fhips fteer di- 
rectly to Crete. Allur’d by the fruitfulnefs 
and pleafantnefs of the Mand, they refolve 
to fix there, and confult how to feize it. 
To effect this with the greater alacrity, 
they burn their fhips, that all hopes of re- 
treat might be cut off in cafe they fuffer'd 
themfelves to be beaten. Then they in- 
vade the Mand, and quickly fubduing it, 
fortify the caftles with new works, and ftore 
them with warlike provifions. “The Greek 
Emperor Michael, hearing Crete was taken 
by the Mufulmans (or Saracens, ) fends a 
great fleet againft them. “The Mufulmans 
are worfled in the firt conflict, but foon 
after affembling a!l their forces, attack the 
camp of the Greeks wich fuch vigour, that 
not a man efcapes to carry the news into 
Greece. The Mufulmans acquaint the Em- 
peror with what had happen’d, and withal 
offer peace, to which the Emperor, when 
he faw he could not prevail by force, 
readily confents. The treaty being fettled, 
Umru Prince of the Mufulmans and his 
pofterity quietly govern the Ifland eighty 
years. Afterwards in the year 284, the 
Greek Emperor fends his General Nicepho- 
rus Phocas to Crete with a numerous army 
to dilodge the Mufulmans. Phocas having 
landed his troops, attacks and vanquifhes 
the Mufulmans, takes all their towns and 
fortreffes, and forces thofe he does not kill 
to fubmit to the Greek Emperor, who in 
procefs of time partly die and partly turn 
Chrifians, fo that in fome years there ap- 
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pear'd no foot-Reps of the Mufulmans. 
Some time after, Alexius his younger bro- 
ther circumvents and feizes J/aac Emperor 
of Conftantinople, and murdering him by 
peog out his eyes, mounts the throne. 

ot content with one fratricide, he endea- 
vours to difpatch J/aac’s fon of his own 
name, that he might have no rival. But 
the young Prince, warn'd of his imminent 
danger a tew hours before the deed was to 
be executed, makes his efcape and flies to 
the Venetians, There he ftjrs up almoft alt 
the weft to his affiftance, obtains a fleet of 
the Venetians, an army of the Zren.b, and 
thus prepar’d, fails towards Conftantinople, 
in company with the Princes of France and 
Spain, with whom the Venetians were in 
friendfhip. “With thefe he penetrates into 
the Propontis, and anchors over-againft the 
City near a village call'd at prefent Cadi- 
kit. The Einperor Alexus, perceiving 
himfelf tami, and unable to raife an 
army time enough to refift, privately with- 
draws from Coafiantimople in the fear of 
being ferv’d as he had us’d //zac. So Alea- 
ius, Ifaac’s fon, feizes the City deftitute of 
a defender, and being confirm’d in the 
throne, gives the Prince of Spa for his 
fervices the Ifland of Crete for ever. In 
the year of the Hera 520, the Venetians 
bought it of his fucceffors with a large fom 
of money, and held it till /brabim's time. 

(2) freedom] Kiflar Agafi, (that is the 
Chief Eunuch,) whilft he bears that office 
over the women in the Seraglio, though 
great honour is paid him by all, is rec- 
kon’d and cal d a flave. But when he is 
difmifs’d from his poft, he receives a certi- 
ficate of his freedom, which he would ne- 
ver defire, unlefs forc’d, for his authority 
is very great in the Othman Court. They 
are all, when difplac'd, fent into Aypt, 
where they receive from the Emperor as a 
penfion eight thoufand Para a day, each 
of which is three Afpers, Several, whilft 
they are in their office, purchafe eftates in 
Egypt, on which they afterwards live very 
fplendidly. This the Cou»t freely allows, 
becaule their effects at their death fal] to che 
Emperor.

The next day the joldicrs being landed, Chanie i: order'd to be 
clolely befieg'd, which afrer a refiftance of fifty four days furrenders to the, Mus 
fulman army. The walls are immediately repair'd, and part of the army being 
Jeft in garrifon, the ret with the fect adorn’d with laurels return to Conffanti- 
nople. Shortly after, Hufein “Pafba is fent with frefh forces, and after fcveral 
battles in this and the following year, fubducs the whole‘ Ifland, except only 
Candia. i 

VI. Whiift brahim is making frefh and great preparations for the conque? 
of this City, be is on the 18th ot Rejeb, in the year 1058, remov'd out ot 
the world, and crown'd with martyrdom. He left nine fons, Sem and Oth- 
man born 1054, Mahomet, Alimed, Soliman, Murad, Ithangir, born 1056, 
Bajaxet and Orchan born 1058. Of thele, Malkomet, Soliman, and Abmed 
cane to the throne, the ret were excluded by an untimely death. 

VII. The manners of this Emperor, as well as thofe of his predeccflor My- 
rad, though at the peril of thur heads, are fully defcrib'd by the Turks. As 
Murad was wholly addicted to wine, fo was Ibrahim to lut. They fay, he fpeat 
all his me in fenfual plea‘ures, and when nature was exhauflcd with the fre- 
quent repetition of venereal delights, he endcavour'd to reftore it with potions 
and art. Every Friday, which is the Turksfh Sabbath, he dedicated to Venus, 
and commanded a beautiful Virgin aichly habited to be brought to him by hig 
Mother, Prime Vizir, or fome other Great man. He cover'd the walls ot his 
chamber with looking glafs, that his love-battles might fecm to be acted in ft- 
vaal places at once. He order'd his pillows to be Ruffed with rich furs, that 
the bed deflind ior the imperial pleaare might be the more pretious. Nay he 
put whole fable skins under him, in a notion that his lut would be inflam'd, 
it his love-toil were render'd more difficult by the glowing of his knees, In 
the palace garden call'd Chas, he frequently affembled all the virgins, made them 
trip themfelves, and himfelf naked, neighing like a ftallion, ran among them, 
and as it were ravifh'd one or other kicking and ftrugling by his order. Hap- 
pening once to fee by chance the privy parts of a wild heifer, he fent the fhape 
of them in gold all over the Empire, with orders to make enquiry, whether a 
woman made juĝ in thar manner could be found for his luft. At laft, they fay, 
{uch a one was found and receiv'd into the women’s apartment. He made a 
colletion of great and voluminous books of pifturcs, exprefling the various 
ways of coition, whereby he cver invented fome new and before unknown 
pofture. Thus the publick treafury, diminifh’d by Murad’s drunkennefs, was 
quite exhaufted by Lérahim’s luxury and iuf, and the finews of the Empire, 
which were applied by his anceftors to repulfe thcir cnemics- and inlarge their 
dominion, were by him us'd to the deflruttion of his body.

gratulate Mahomet on his acceflion to the 
throne. “TheSultan gives him a fpicndid en- 
tertainment, and ordersevery Bafha to dothe 
fame. Accordingly he was fo magnificently 
feafted by the Vizir and other Bafhas, that 
it coft them each at leaft a hundred Purfes. 
When it came to Kroprili's turn, a certain 
Jew, who had often fupplied his neceffities, 
promifes to find him money, aad on the 
day appointed, prepares a fplendid feaft 
with Comedians and other diverfions cuflo- 
mary with the Zurks, The next day, the 
Players come for their reward, and as they 
had made no bargain beforehand, are paid 
only two hundred Dollars, chough they 
had been prefented with four or five hun- 
dred by all the Pafhas.

zir, fend for old Kioprili, delivet to him as 
a plain man, the imperial fignet; asa to- 
ken of his new office, bidding him always 
remember by whofe means he was rais’d 
fram the laweft ftate to the higheft degree 
of honour. Mrebemed promifes whatever 
they defir'd, and at firft confults them 
by letters in all affairs. As they fent back

(3) Kioprili ogli] Son of Kioprili Merea 
med Pafha, whofe ftory I have juft related, 
He was Prime Vizir feventeen, years, and 
is very famous among the Turks for learn- 
ing, prudence, fortitude, and fteddinefa, 
They certainly afctibe the Cretan viétoites, 
chiefly to his mvineible mind and his elo- 
quence, in which he is faid to excell all of 
his age, and confefs, if he had not been Ge- 
neral of the expedition, Candia could never 
have been taken. “He is call'd by the Turkt 
the Vicar of God's fhadow, the light and 
fplendor of the moft beautiful and tweeteft 

ations, Infpector and Keeper of the true 
laws, and of good and holy manners, 
Breaker of the Bells of the ftraying and 
blafphemous Nations, the terrible Leadet, 
vi learned, moft merciful, €c. He was 
the only Vizir who receiv’d that chgnity 
from his father, and tranfmitted it as ft 
were by hereditary right to his fon and

af other affairs had hitherto proceeded but flowly. It -was begun againft the 
Venetians by his father Ibrahim, who had taken Chanie with the neighboring 

Jes, and expell'd almoft all the antient inhabitants of the Iland. The only place 
sem\ining to the enemics was Candra, where nature and art {cend to demon- 
firarA what could be produc'd for the deftru@ion of the allaulters. The Muful- 
man forces had made frequent attempts, but had ever been repulsd with lofs: 
and thy pofleffion of the Iland was not deem’d fure, as long as a port was open 








to the Qemics to invade it whenever they pleas'd. Mahomet rclolyes to cm- 
y the fẹrces of the whole Empire to remove this rock, on which the Othman 
t had Otten mifcarried, and entrufts the expedition to Ahmed Kioprali ogli 


Pafba, who had fignaliz'd his conduét in the late war with the Germans. 
eV. Wherefore three days after the confirmation of the treaty of peace, he 
bles Sheikhul iflam (or chief Mufti) with the Vizirs and Generals to con- 
fult about the ftate of affairs, and commanding filence, is faid to make the fol- 
lowing fpeech: “ In order ta make them the rule of my actions, l have cn- 
“ quy'd into the methods by which my anccftors gain'd, preferv'd, and inlarg'd 
“ this happy and everlafting Erhpire, and find there were two principal caufes 
$% of fo many victories, their care of the citizens, and their own invincible 
“ fortitude againft their encmies. Whilft to the citizens they extended juftice 
“-and clemency, and bravely defended them againft all affaults, they not only 
“ acquir'd the love of all their fubjefts, but dlfo found them ready to aflift in all 
{&the viciflitudes of fortune. And whilft to the enemics they oppos'd the {word 
“of their unconquerable troops, they depriv'd them of courage, and render'd 
t themfelves fo formidable, that they frequently oblig'd them tò fue for peace. 
« By thefe methods they not only re-cflablifh'd the finking Empire, but performd 
« fuch exploits againft the moft potent enemies as to pofterity, were the proofs 
““ not manifeft, would appear almoft incredible. They utterly fubvertcd the 
“ power ot the Romans io long eftablifh’d in Greece, wrefted Egypt from the 
“ Chercaffians* the moft warlike Nation of the Tartars, fubdued the beft part 
“ of Hungaria and Perfia, ftruck terror into Germany, and morcover gave laws 
“ and a Prince to the hitherto unconquer'd Scythians. By this means, they not 
“ only ftrengthen'd the bounds of their Empire, but alfo fo weaken'd the Chri- 
« #rans, thofe enemics of our moft holy religion, that there fecm'd to be little 
* or no obftacle to their entire conqueft. In this happy fituation, the Venetian 
* commonwealth alone, which compar'd with the Othman dominions, {carce 
« deferves mention, dar'd to defpife our power, and fometimes even to infult us. 
* To fay nothing of their late injuries to us, their treacherous fcizing of Tenedos, 
* by which and their frequent pyracics on the Afatic and European coafts, 
“ they have as it were fhut up the port of Con/fantinople, 1 fhall only infit on 
“ the chains wich which they bind the Mufulmans, who by a divine impulfe 
“ crofs the Mediteranean fea to vifit the facrcd reli&s of our mof holy Prophet, 
“ juft as if they were to be doom'd to eternal punifhment, whilft they are feck- 
“ ing their own eternal falvation, and the happincfs promis'd by our Prophet. 
“ If the blood of thefe martyrs does not inflame your minds, its cries will raife 
“ our forefathers from the dead with all the martyr'd heroes, who will upbraid 
“ you for fiffering the glory and majefty of the Othman Empire, acquir'd with 
« fè much blood and toil; to be fullied by the wantonnefs of a few weak rob- 
* bers. Our fhame and difgrace will be increas'd, if we call to mind that 
“ our enemies are expell’d from almoft all the Mands of the Mediterranean, 
“ that Crete too is taken, and only Candia has not been attempted, nor felt the 
“ force of the Othman fword, whofe edge penctrates to the very foul of an 
“ enemy. If you fay this City js rong, and fortify'd by nature and art, know, 
“ the Othman courage and force arc ftronger, before which I have feen caftles 
“ lofty as the skies fall to the ground. For this caufe, if you are againft af- 
“ faulting the city, and defpair of fuccels, when it is the refyge of pyrates 
“ and magazine robberies, it will be decm'd the fame thing as if you

“I necd not fay. Wherefore, Thou who art our Prime Vizir, Lala Ahmed 
“ Pafba, fhow thy felf the worthy offspring of thy father, take courage, affemy 
“ ble the troops, and make the neceflary preparations for the fiege of Capaca s 
“ down with that fhelrer of league-breakers, blunt the edge of the infidel “word, 
“ and furmounting the walls by the divine aid and thy own valour, v:nquifh 
the robbers, and expel them the Iland. 1f thou procecdeft with due di/igence, 
“ doubtlefs by our moft holy Prophets interceflion, the enemies wil” quickly 
“ be routed, and their den demolifh'd: And be affured, thou fhalt bot only be 
‘highly honour'd by me, but alio amply rewarded by God as the./publifher‘of 
“ our law.” All that @vere prefent, mov'd with the Emperor’s ffeech, unani- - 
moully approve his advice, and promife to advance the defign to the utshoft of 
their power. es 

VI. The Vizir himfelf, without delay, takes a view that Winter of the { orts 
and magazines, builds flore-houlcs at proper places, fills them with provifions, 
and with great care prepares every thing requifite for a long fiege. In the fpring' 
of the year 1066, he aflembles all the forces, and on the sth day of Sheil dè- 
parts from Confiantinople. The Emperor himfelf accompanies him to Adriano- 
ple, and there after reviewing the army, fends him upon the expedition. Abmird 
'Pafba halts at St:fe to give the foldicrs time to refrefh themfelves after their 
march, and prepare for their {ca-voyage. Then he embarks his forces at Ter- 
mes (5), and arriving in the port of Ghanie, lands his army, places them in wine 
tcr-quarters, and carefully makes what warlike preparations were ftill wanting. ~ 

VII. When he thought ali things neceflary for a long fiege were ready, the 
next year on the 18th day of Zrlcade, he fails from Chanie, and arriving near 
Candia, lands his men without oppofition at the village Caulochor, and marks 
out the place to incamp. On the morrow, the army being drawn up with very ` 
great pomp and inconceivable gallantry, he views the placcs about the City, as 
well to know where he might beft make his aflaults, as to terrify the enemics 
with a fhow of his forces. On the third day, he affembles all the officers and 
others, who had long been experienc'd in warlike affairs, and bids them every 
one give his opinion of the manner of befieging and affaulting the City. At 
laft it was decreed to undermine the Red Tower, batter the walls, and maké 
the firft attempt upon the City on that fide. 

VIH. Wherefore the fame year, in the latter end of the month Zylhije, the 
ramparts arc thrown up, the City invefted, and a ficge begun, the like whereof 
had not been, nor perhaps ever will be, feen. The ftrength of the whole Oth- 
man Empire is applicd, many years preparations are employ'd, frefh troops fup- 
ply the place of the flain, the foldiers declining the danger, ate compell'd by 
threats and blows to renew the charge. For the befieged there fought the diffi- 
culty of the place, and all the brave men of the nations believing in the Me/- 
flab, who were allembied with a refolution to conquer or dic. Thus they fought 
inceflantly twenty nine months, being frequently reliev'd with frefh fupplies by 
the French and Venetians. Every inch of ground is gain’d on both fides with 
the blood of many herocs; when the walls are battcr’d down and mounted, 
new walls are inftantly rais'd by the befieg'd, and by that means the Othmans, 
who in mounting the breaches, imagin’d to find the reward of their toil, fud- 
denly bcholding new obftacles, are almoft reduc'd to defpair. At laft, the enc- 
my’s valour is forc'd to give way to the Othman power and fortune, and what 
could hardly be effected by arms, the Othmans being now tir'd and fpiritlefs, is 
brought about by “Panazot (6) the Terjiman+ of the Coutt, who by an artful

ftacles that would occur in the fiege of 
Candia, had order'd the whole army to be 
eld, that noc a man of them fhould ap- 
pear \n his prefence alive, unlefs the City 
was taken. But this, inftead of incoura- 
ging the foldiers, (as it was intended, ) 
had likę to have prov’d the deftruction of 
Empire. For the troops, fa- 
fo many labours, with the fum- 
mer heats arg winter colds, when they faw 
they had mað little progrefs after twenty 
nine months continual toil, began to mur- 

, affirming it to be un, that the 
ibys of the whole Empire fhould be waft- 
ed if the fiege of an impregnable City, un- 
dertaken feemingly for no other reafon, but 
"the entire deftruétion of the Janizarics. 
As the,Vizir could not, by reafon of the 
Emperor’s order, comply with the intrea- 
ties of the foldiers, and raife the fiege, 
he oblig'd them to their duty, fometimes 
with threats, fometimes with prefents, pro- 
mifes, but chiefly he appeas'd the feditious 
minds of the foldiery by his eloquence, (in 
Which he exceli'd all the Turks of his age) 
and infpir’d the reft with courage by his 
words and example. Whilft he was thus 
furioufly affaulting the City, news is brought 
that the French were coming with a fleet 
and army to the relief of Candia, and were 
now above half way. Whereupon the Vi- 
zir entirely defpairs, for he had plac’d his 
fole hupe of fuccefs in famine and the want 
of neceffaries to defend the City, from 
which he not only faw himfelf fallen, but 
had alfo to fear a frefh mutiny of the Jani- 
zaries, with a thoufand other almoft unfur- 
mountable difficulties. Whilft he was mu- 
fing on thefe things in his tent, and could not 
think of any means to remove fo great ob- 
ftacles, — Panaior the Court-Interpreter 
comes in, and paying him the ufual obey - 
fance, asks, (as he was in great favour 
with him) the reafon of the fadnefs he 
faw in his face. Being told, ““ Lay afide, 
“ fays he, the care that difturbs you, and 
“ fhow your felf chearful to the foldicrs. 
“ For this melancholy becomes not your 
“ noble and invincible mind, nor have we 
“ caufe to defpair of taking the City. 
“ Nay the ftars declare ic to be at hand, 
“ provided their influence be affifted by 
“ human policy. If therefore you will 
“ give me leave to aft without making 
““ any perfon privy to our defigns, I dare 
“ promife the furrender of the City in a 
gi fen days. But hear the means I pro- 
“ pofe. The coming of the French fleet, 
“ unlefs reveal'd from heaven, cannot yet 
“ be known to the befieged. For the 
“ City, invefted on every hide, is fo ftrict- 
s ly wacch’d, thana moufe cannot enter 
“ without odr knovaledge. And it is my 
““ defign to deceive them by the very thing, 
“ whereby they would free themfelves

“from danger. For I have projected to 
« invite Mcrofini the Governor toa pri- 
“ vate parley, and admonifh him as a 
“ friend, not to truft to the French fleet, 
““ becaufe their defigns are worfe than 
‘© thofe of the Turks, I fall eafily gain 
“ credit, as well by my known pro- 
“ feflion of the Chriftian Religion, as by 
“ my feign'd zeal for the weltare of Chri- 
“ flendom, and hope to infpire him with 
“ the purpofe pf furrendering the City.” 
The Vizir gives his confent, and commits 
the affair entirely to the Interpreter’s faith- 
fulnefs and management. Panaiot fends 
his trufty flave Maxud (an Arabian name 
fignifying defire, fuch as is generally given 
to their ina by the Chriflians, who have 
any thing to do in the Othman Court, be- 
caufe the Turks feldom ufe the names of 
Chriflians, without the epithet, Gaur, and 
Kiafer, Infidel, Blafpbemer) with a letter 
to Morofini the Governor, and feigns a 
ftrong defire, out of his Chrifian zeal, to 
have an opportunity of acquainting him by 
word of mouth with fome things of the 
utmoft confequence to the Chriflian affairs. 
Morofini, a man of great pdlicy, imagining a 
fnake in the grafs, hefitates fome time whe- 
ther he fhould give him a meeting; at 
laft, after maturely debating the matter with 
the Grecks and Venetians in the City, he re- 
folves to hear what he had to fay, and ac+ 
cordingly difmiffes the meffenger with the 
appointment of time and place of meeting. 
Panaiot the next evening, as if he was 
going to view the centries and guards, 
which he had us'd to do by the Vizir’s or- 
der, approaches one of the gates of the 
City. Morofini in difguife quickly comes 
too. For fo it was agreed, that the gari- 
fon might not be privy to what fhould be 
tranfacted. When Pasaiot comes into his 
prefence, ““ I am forry, (fays he) and 
“ greatly grieve to fee the daily decay of 
“ Chriflians, efpecially of thofe both of 
““ my Nation and Religion, and on the 
““ other hand, the continual growth of the 
“ Turks, whofe infidelity and tyranny 
“ threaten'd to the whole world, juftly 
“ raife our indignation. No doubt this is 
“ inflicted on Chriftendom by God”s judg- 
““ ment for our own and the fins of our 
“ fathers; but fince we know it to be ufu- 
“al with God to chaftife his children, 
“ and afterwards deftroy the inftruments 
“ of his vengeance, we hope, through-the 
< divine goodnefs, that will fhortly be 
< the cafe. Mean while, we muft quietly 
“é bear che misfortunes fent us by heaven, 
“ yield to the times, and not refift the di- 
“é vine pleafure” When by thefe words 
he thought he had gain'd credit, in order 
to deceive the Governor more effectually, 
he binds him by oath not to reveal what he 
was going to commuynicate. For he pre- 
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‘tended to fear, that fome one accidentally 


taken prifoner by the Tarks, might be 
compel" by torture tò divulge what he 
through a divine zeal was about to tell 
him, and fo his good intentions to the 
Chrifians might be turn'd to his deftruc- 
tion. Morofini’s mind being thus prepar'd, 
“ You muft know, (fays he) there was 
“a letter of the French Admiral given mé 
“ yefterday to be interpreted, which ran 
“ thus: By the commahd of the moft 
“ Chriftian King my mafter, I am failing 
“* towatds Crete with a good fleet ‘and ar- 
“ my. But fince I think it dangefous to 
“ both fides to acquaint you by: letter 
“ with the defign of this expedition, I 
tt have order’d the bearer my Secretary, 
“ to inform you of all matters. The 
“ Secretary being brought into the Vizir’s 
** Oba or inner Tent, fpoke thus in his 
““ mafter’s name, no man being prefent 
but my felf. We have now leatn'd by 
long expèrience, that the Venetians are 
the old and mortal enemies of France. 
“é Whenever our dominions have been in- 
t vaded, they, have always affifted our 
“4 enemies with counfel, money, and arms, 
“and threaten’d us with many evils, tho’ 
“ the event has never anfwer’d their pur- 
t pofes. On the othtr hand, when they 
“ have found themfelves opprefs'd, they 
“é have conftantly had recourfé to fraud 
““ and deceit, and pretending and boafting 
“their friendihip, implor'd our aid. 
‘© Thus at this very time, when they faw 
“ the arms of the Othman Empire heavy 
“ upon them, they fent ambaffadors to 
“ our King, and by the Pope’s intercef- 
“ fion begg'd to be freed from danger, 
“é and to move our King the more eafily, 
“offer'd, 1. If any Candia fhould be de- 
“ Jiver'd from the fiege of the Turks, it 
“ fhould remain hereafter in out King’s 
“ poffeffion: for they fhould willingly 
‘Cand gladly yield it to a Chrifian King 
“ rather than fee ic in the hands of the 
“ Turks. 2. But if the Turks fhould be 
“ driven by theit united forces out of all 
“ Crete, half of the IMand with the Me- 
“ tropolis fhould remain to the French, 
“ and half to the Venetians. Our King in 
“ appearance agreed to thefe terms, but 
“ deeming it unjuft to weaken his amity

ae he fhould enter Candia, to fend all 
“t the Venetians prifoners to France, and 
“ furrendet ther City to the Vizir. For 
' our King holding fo fpacious and flou- 
+é rifhing a Realm, does not want a fo- 
reign and fo remotè a Kingdom, which 
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“ would be a perpetual bone of conten- 
“ tion. Wherefore the Vizir has nothing 
“ to fear about the arrival of our Agct. 
“ For the Admiral if he enter'd thy City, 
““ which he hopes would be the next day, 
“ will fhow the King of France’s orders 
“é under his hand and feal, and de“lare the 
“ whole affair, Thus far the Secretary. 
“ Buc I, defirous the thing fhatild happen 
“ otherwife, and to the advampage of Chri- 
“ flendom and my religion, have rack'd 
“ my invention, and can find no way to 
““ avert the danger which threatens -<il 
“* Chriffians. If you exclude the French 
““ from the City, they will in conjunttion 
““ with the Turks act againft you as con- 
“é temners of their aid, and as publick ene- 
““ mies; and fo you will not only tofe the 
“ City, but alfo, fince you have no proofs 
s of their treachery, be branded with

“ will prove treacherous as well to the 
“ Turks as you, and expelling both from 
« the Iland, feize this fo ample and re- 
“ nown'd Kingdom, which, when once 
““ they are mafters of it, I deem it im- 
‘* practicable ever to recover out of their 
hands. Since then the City can hold out 
“é ng longer, but muft neceffarily fall into 
“ the power either of the French or Turks, 
I leave you to judge which is moft eli- 
gible, to be deliver'd up to French bon- 
“ dage, and with the City lofe perhaps the 
whole commonwealth, or to furrender 
“ Candia to the Turks upon honorable 
““ terms, from whom, when they fhall 
hereafter be involv'd in other wars, you 
may very eafily wreft it again? My 
zeal for the Chriftian Religion, and the 
fafety of my countrymen, has induc’d 
me to difcover thefe things to you at the 
“s hazard of my life, and the no {mall honour 
“ I now enjoy in the Othman Court. It is 
“ your bufinefs té fee what may or ought 
“ to be done for the good of your coun- 
“try.” Upon faying thefe words, Pa- 
natot retir'd into the camp. But Morofini, 
though bejhad fworn Aot to keveal what 
had been told him, thar very’ night how- 
ever affembles the gkneral officers and 
other chief men, in.»Som he moft confi- 
ded,” 
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ded, and laying before them Panasot’s in- 
formations, asks what was to be done. 
They after maturely weighing the thing, 
ananimoufly refolve to furrender the City 
to the Turks, if they could procure hono- 
rablA terms, and declare it preferable to a 
long tand tedious captivity. Panaiot goes 
the rigxt morning to the Vizir, tells him 
had faid to Morefini, and to take 
aji courge from the already difhearten'd 
garrifon, kerfwades him to fend out of the 
port that evening with all poMible filence, 
twelve of the largeft fhips with orders to fteer 
owards Cyprus, but after twenty leagues fail- 
ing, to return again under French Colours. 
The Vizir approving this device, orders the 







fhips to fail out in the night witha fair wind, | 


to meet which, when they are returning, as 
many more are fent out, and as foon as they 
come in fight, falute each other according 
to cuftom, which done, the Squadron un- 
der French colours, with the other under 
Turkifb, come again into the port. The 
centinels plac’d in the Watch-Towers, when 
they fee Frenmb colours at a diftance, belie- 
ving the French fleet to be come to their re- 
het, tell che news to the City, and fill the in- 
habitants with joy. When they behold a Turk- 
i/o Squadron going out to meet them, they 
imagine their entrance into the Port would 
be difputed, and thercfore anxioufly wait 
the iffue of the battle. Prefently after 
perceiving both fleets to approach without 
any hoftilitics and with mutual falutes, they 
are all aftonifh’d, not knowing on what 
defign the French aéted fo friendly with 
their enemies. But Morofini and the reft to 
whem he had communicated what was faid 
by Panawt, throwing off all doubt, pub- 
lickly divulge what they had heard; and 
fince there was no other way to preferve 
life and liberty, perfwade the foldiers and 
people to furrender, affirming it fafer to 
kus enemies than taithlefs allies, So Mo- 
rofins difpatches that very day two men in 
a little boat with white wands to the Vizir, 
defiring him to fend to a certain place be- 
tween the City and camp fome of his prin- 
cipal officers to meet fome of his, who 
fhould offer the terms of furrendering the 
City. The Vizir confents to his requeft, 
and inftantly appoints Jbrabim Bafha of 
Aleppo, Kulkiet budafi Zuulficar Aga, and 
Bafha Teskiereji firt fcribe, Ibak Effendi, 
with Interpreter Panatot to fettle the affair. 
‘They meet the Venetian ambaffadors in 
tents under the White Tower, who after a 
Jong debate promife a furrender on condi- 
tion that every perfon, whether foklier, ci- 
tizen, Greek, or Frank, with his whole fami- 
ly fhould have liberty to retire to his own 
country with all his effects. When the Vi- 
zit had shtified`yhis in the beginning of the 
month Fomaziulhevvel, in the year 1080, 
Chrift`:669, ) Morofini departed and 
N°, i2 
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left the City, not only deftitute of foldiers 
but of citizens, to the Vizir. If thefe 
things are very differently related by Chri- 
fian writers, I dare not contradict them, 
but yet do not fee why this account fhould 
be abfolutely reje€ted. He that confiders 
the ufual induftry of the Venetians to con- 
ceal their defigns, and efpecially the afiairs 
which have prov’d unfortunate, will not 
wonder, that though they knew the truth, 
they did not care to divulge it, to the dif- 
paragement of their fo much boafted pru- 
dence. The report of the coming of a 
French fleet, though it was not fo much as 
prepar’d, was fufficient to deceive both 
Turks and Venetians, For the latter, clofe- 
ly invefted, couki know nothing, of what 
was tranfacted elfewhere ; and the tormer, as 
they have no accounts of foreign tranfac- 
tions, but what come from their ambaffa- 
dors, a rumour, though falfe, might very 
eafily deceive them. As for me, [have a 
very credible voucher, namely Maxud 
himfelf, Panatot’s meffenger, who per- 
form'd faichful fervice twenty four years 
in the Court of my Father Con/lantine Can- 
temyr, and Brother Antiochus, and at length 
arriv’d to the dignity OF Pofelnn or Maf- 
ter of the Court, 1 imagin’d it would not 
be unacceptable to the lovers of Hiftory, 
to infert what I heard from his mouth. 
As for Panagiotes, he was ot fo great cre- 
dit in the Turki/b Court, that no Chrifian 
before him ever did, or ever will, it’ is be- 
liev'd, enjoy the like. In giving counfels, 
and removing obftacles upon any great 
emergencies, he was to the Vizir what .4- 
chitopbel was to the [L brews, or UAjfes to 
the Greeks, For whether he gave his opi- 
nion of what was to be done or judg'd 
of the fuccefs of affairs, he was obfeie’d 
never to be miftaken. What a twenty four 
years fierce war, what the effufion of fo 
many torrents of blood, and even the 
ftrength of the whole Othman Empne 
could not effect, was by his fubtle advice 
and ftratagem brought to pafs, namcly, the 
conquefl of Candia, and Morofini both the 
braveft and wòfeft General, (whofe con- 
duét fufficiently fhone in the laft war be- 
tween the Venetians and Turks) perfwaded to 
furrender the City. By thefe means he ac- 
quir'd fuch favour with the Turks, that he 
even ventur'd to difpute about the Jaw by 
the imperial mandate before the Prime Vi- 
zir Kioprilt Abmed Pafba, with Vanli Lffen- 
di the moft learned of the Turks, and no 
lefs skild in the Chriflian than Turki/b 
Law, formerly Tutor to Sultan Mabomet. 
Since the time of Soliman I, when, as } 
have related, the preference was given to 
the Chriffian Law before the Turkifb in a 
publick difputation by,a learned Turk, no 
man had been permitted to do this, but on 
the contrary it was made capital and for- 
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{pecch perfwades the Governor (7) of the City to furrender on certain conditions 
the laft but ftrongeft fortrefs, to which the garrifon had retir'd. The Vizir, in 
the beginning of the month Femaziul evvel, in the year 1080, takes poflefiion 
of Candia defcrted by the Venetians, ere&s on the walls the Turkifb Standards, 
and converting the churches into Fami, orders Egan and Namaz to be.per- 


form'd. 


By this means a City, renown'd for many ages, the cighth wonder of 


the world, which nature itfelf fecm’d to have fortified againft all affaults, gfter a 
war of twenty four years (8), whercin, according to the bet and fil living 
Turkifb hiftorians, above two hundred thoufand Othmans werc kill'd, ip’ annex’d 


to the Othmanic Empire. 
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bid by a publick edit. Vanli Effendi, con- 
futed and inrag’d, accufes Panagiotes to the 
Sultan asa Blatphemer, and fues for his life : 
but is faid to receive this anfwer from Ma- 
bamet : ““ Did wot I tell thee, thou couldft 
“ not difpute with this infidel? for the fu- 
“ ture kt him alone, for he is neceflary 
““ to our Majefty.” I think it needlefs to 
repeat here the whole difpute, fince it is 
publickly fold printed at Venice, and may 
be read in de la Croix’s Commentaries on 
the eaftern Church. Befides this, he is {till 
famous among the Turks for his skill in af- 
trology, and knowledge of fururities. 
When the Vizir was yet employ’d in the 
fiege of Candia, Panagiotes comes running 
to him one day, and begs him to leave his 
tent immediately, for his life would be in 
imminent danger, if he ftaid in that place. 
The Vizir obeys, and leaving his cloak on 
the cufhions which he was fitting upon, 
goes, though it rain’d very hard, to ano- 
ther tent., He was hardly got there, when 
a cannon-ball fhot from the garrifon paffes 
through the Vizir’s tent, ftrikes the place 
where he fate, pierces the cloak and cu- 
fhions, and fo gains credit to Punagiotes’s 
prediction. In the expedition to Camentec 
he foretold the taking of the City on the 
roth day, which all that knew che fituation 
of the place, thought abfurd. But it was 
verified by the event. As nis life, fo was 
his death, remarkable. For when the Vi- 
zit Kioprili Abmed Pafba lay encamp’d in 
Sakche*, he merrily asks him, why fince 
all his predictions were anfwer'd by the e- 
vent, and none had prov’d falfe, he could 
neither foreknow nor foretell any thing of 
Limfelf? Panagiotes replies: “" If the Vizir 
« would vouchfafe to come to his cent, at 
« the fixth hour of the night, he fhould 
“ behold a ftrange thing, though not 
« without forrow and grief.” The Vizir 
wondering what it fhould be, goes about 
midnight to Panagiotes’s tent. In che very 
entrance he hears the cries and lamentations 
of the fervants, and coming nearer, finds 
his beloved Ufs breathing his haft. One 
of the fervants fays, he was enjoin’d by 
Pansigot’s before his death, to defire the 
Vizir, for ajl his fervices to the Otòman 


Court, to grant him the favour to carry 
his body and bury it at Con/lantinople, i 
honour granted to the Sultans alone, anc 
denied to every man elfe, even to the Prim 
Vizir himfelf ) to which the Vizir is faid tc 
anfwer: ““ I grieve for Panagistes in ont 
“é refpect only, becaufe, having mindec 
the Othman affairs more faithfully thar 
could be requir'd of a Chrylhun, anc 
alfo excell’d all the Mufulmans in fideli 
“ ty and policy, he could not be brough 
“ at his death to a due obedience to Gat 
““ and the Prophet; otherwife he woul 
“ have deferv’d to have had his Coffin car 
ried a whole mile on my own Shonlders 
« Wherefore, though perhaps for his infi 
« delity he will be fhut out of Paradfe, 

think it juft, in order to his having fom 
reward of his fervices, to grant his Jaf 
requeft, and not deprive him of his de- 
« fired burial”? He bids therefore his fer- 
vants convey the body to Confianitiople, 
and gives them a Chatifherif to the Kaima- 
can, to order the Conffamtinopoltan Patri- 
arch to bury with great pomp the deceafed 
in the place he had appointed in his will. 
Accordingly all the Greeks and Foreigners 
refiding at Conflantinople being affembled, 
the body is carried to an Iland in the Pro- 
pontis, and buried in the Monaltery of the 
ae Trinity, which had been repaird by 

un. 

(7) Governor ] This was Francifco Mo- 
rofini, more known by the lat Venetian 
war with the Turks, than to need much to 
be faid of him here. After he had fub- 
dued the Morea, he was created Doge of 
Venice. 

(8) twenty four years] Had this war 
happen’d in the time of the antient Poets, 
it would doubtlefs have been render'd much 
more famous than the Trojan. For whoe- 
ver weighs both in a juft balance, will ea- 
fily perceive the Cretan battles to be more 
bloody than the Trojan. Certainly all the 
time it lafted, there were continual battles, 
never-ceafing torrents of human blood, 
not only in Crete, but allo in the whole 
Archipelago, and in all i bordé6rs of the 
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IX. Whilft the Othman army was yet employ'd in the fiege, Sultan Mabonict 
under the pretenfe of hunting, departed from Adrianople to Tenifbehtr (9), that 
“ey being near he might both incourage his foldiers and better provide againtt 
any emergencics. Here ambafladors from the Sar? Camyfh Coffaks (10) come 
and hymbly offer in the name of their countrymen, themfclves and province to 
the Emperor. Among thefe was the Hetman himiclf, Dorofhioiko, whom the 
Sultan gracioufly receives, prefents with a robe, and ditmiflts adorn'd with a 
Tug (1 ki and Alem Sanjak in token of dominion, with a command to put an 
end, to theyobberics committed fometimes by the Coffzks, even in the fuburbs 
of ConflantMople, to remain faithful to the Othman Empire, and turn their arms, 
hitherto very often pernicious to the Mululmans, agaihft thcir enemies. On 
the other hand, he promifes, in cafe of a war between them and the Poles or 
Mufcovites, to aflit them with all his forces, and proteét them from all hofi- 
lities. 

X. When thefe things were declar'd at his return by Dorofhenko to his pco- 
ple, it fill’d them with joy, but their neighbours with terror. The Coffaks had 
hitherte been of fervice both to Poland and Ruffia, as well by their daily ra- 
vaging the Othman borders, as becaufe their country, abounding with ftrcights 
and moraffes, was accounted the bulwark of both kingdoms, which being rc- 
mov'd, they had caufe to fear they fhould fuffer from them no lofs damage 
than the Mufulman provinces had formerly done. Whercforc the King of 
Poland, to whom they were before fubjeét, in order to cradicate their due obc- 
dicnce to the Othman Empire, before it could be deeply rooted, firt fends a 
great army againft them, and by the afliftance of thofe thar full, favour'd bim, 
enters their country, and makcs great devaftations. 

. XI. Thefe things feem'd to be a fufficicnt motive to proclaim war againft the 
Polifh King, had not the equity of the Sultan thought it requifite to admonifh 
firft the peace-breaker. To this cnd, he fends by a Chaujb*, a letter to the King 
to this effect, “ We hear that thou firt breakeft the peace fettled between thy 
“ kingdom and our Majefty, and hitherto religioufly obferv'd on both fides, by 
“ invading the Coffaks, whom thou knoweft to nave taken refuge under the 
“ fhadow of our wings. We might indeed by the precept of out holy law, in- 
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Turks, Sultan Mahomet annex’d them to 
the principality of Moldavia, and order'd 


ceal their other loffes, confefs that in Crete 
alone were loft above two hundred thou- 


fand of their men, in which computation 
thofe are omitted, who are not included in 
the lift of the foldiers, of whom perhaps a 
no lefs number was flain. How many 
Chriftrans thefe drew with them to the fhades 
below, may be eafily judg'd. The Vene- 
tians own this war coft chem above a hun- 
dred millions of gold Crowns. 

(9) Yenfbebir] So Larifa, a noted town 
of Theffaly, at prefent the Metropolis, is 
call'd by the Turks, 

(10) Sari Camifb Cazagy] Coffaks of the 
yellow reed. So are call'd chofe chat dwell 
fann the Bory/lenes and the Tyras, for- 
merly fubject to Poland, now vaflals partly 
of the Poles, partly of the Ruffians, They 
have feveral times chang’d their names a- 
mong the Turks, For after Dore/benko’s 
fubmiffion, they were by their Hetman, 
Dorofbenko, call'd Cazagy, and when he re- 
volted to the Ruffians, Sirke Cazagy from Sir- 
ca alfo their leader., After the firt peace 
with Jobn Sobieski King of Poland, by which 
they remain'd under che domiaion of the 


Duca, then Prince of Moldavia, to be 
call’d alfo Hetman of Ukrania, the town of 
Nemirow being appointed for his feat. But 
after the Vienna defeat, when Duca was ta- 
ken by the Poles, the Turis reftowd, by the 
peace of Carlowitz, to the Poles all that re- 
gion with Camemec, I have olten heard the 
Turks faying, they have heard Chuthe and 
Ezan in thofe places, and therefore God 
cannot be pleas’d to fufler that country to 
remain in the power of the Chri/luns, for 
which reafon it ought to be recover'd the 
very firft opportunity. 

(11) Tug} Horie tail. This was after- 
wards, when the country was granted to 
Duca, taken away, becaufe the Vizir, TW 
he faid himfelf, would not adorn an infidel 
with three Tug, (though /djeremias Mogila 
Prince of Moldavia formerly obtain'd that 
privilege) and fo make him equal to him- 
delf. However the Sanjak or Standard fiill 
remain’d with him as the enfign of his do- 
minion, 
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ftantly declare thee an cnemy, and make thee fee what it is to dally with the 
appeasd lion, but pitying thy weaknefs, we think proper firft to admonifh, 
thec to withdraw thy unjuft hand from the Coffaks, recall thy troops frein 
their borders, and beg our pardon. If thou retufe to do this, and haft any 
thoughts of defending thy iniquity by arms, know that our law denounces a- 
gaint thee, death, againft thy kingdom, devaftation, againft thy people, bonds : 
and the whole world will impute the caufe of thefe calamities entircfy to thy 
< perverfe and obftinate mind.” 

XII. But the Polsfb King relying on his own ftrength and the #eccitful- pro- 
mifes of the Germans, dcfifts not from his undertaking, and darf to give far- 
ther provocation to the'Otbmans. The Sultan perceiving that alight correction was 
of no force with an obftinate man, refolves to be reveng’d with fire and fword, and 
therefore publickly declares war againft the treacherous Poks, aflembics his 
forces, and makes all,che neceflary preparations, with orders allo to the Tartars 
to attend him in the expedition. 

XIII. Wherefore on the 8th day of Sefer, in the year 1083, the Emperor 
himfelf with a great army goes from Adrianople againft the Poles, runs'a bridge 
over the Danube at Sakche* (12), pafles his forces, and with long marches, going 
through Moldavia. incamps on the banks of the Tyras near Chotin. Then he 
orders a ftrong party to pais over in boats, who in the firft aflavlt take Zwani- 
ecz. Being now join'd by the Tartars, headed by thcir Chan Selim Gieraz (13), 
he orders a fpacious bridge to be built over the Tyras. E 

XIV. 1n this work Duca (14) Prince of Moldavia, behaving remifsly, and retard- 
ing it fome time by retufing umber, caufes the Emperor greatly to fuipctt him. 
Upon cxamination, he is ditcover'd privately to tavour the Poles, and to be 
brib'd by them to delay the building of the bridge. Wherefore he is depos’¢, 
pardon'd as to life, but ftript of all his treafurcs. In his place a Prince call'd 
Peter is chofen by the Moldavian nobility. 

XV. At laft all obftacles being furmounted, he paffes the Tyras, and on the 
aa day of Rebiul achyr, appears with his army before Cameniec. This City 
lics three hours from the Zyras, ftrongly fortified both by nature and art, and very 
difficult to be aflaulted. It is furrounded by the rapid torrent Smotricz, the 
banks whercof every where full of fcraggy rocks, afford a ftrong bulwark to 
the City. Befidcs thefe, a caftle ftands in the middle of the town, cnviron'd 
with walls of a great height, and not to be fhaken. The Poles depending on 
thefe fortifications, and hoping to blunt the firft fury of the Othmans with this 
fiege, appeard not in the ficld, only plac'd a ftrong garrifon in the caftle, with 
every thing neceflary for a long ficge. But the Sultan being incamp'd, calls a 
Council of all the experienc’d officers, and by their joint opinion orders the 
City to be inveftcd, trenches to be dug, and aflaults to be made from all parts : 
He commits onc fide to the Vizit Ahmed Pafha, and the Aga of the Janizaries

(12) Sakche*] Formerly Oblucicza, a 
town on the South bank of the Danube, 
not far from Galacz in Moldavia, The 
very old buildings, found here, demon- 
ftrate its antiquity. But by whom built, 
there appears no fign either on the walls 
or foundations. However it feems to be 
the work of the Roman Colonies in Dacia, 
or aus of the Daci themfelves, as are 
Fulcza, Babadagy, Carafa, and other very 
antient towns of that region. 

(13) Selim Grerai] The moft famous 
Chan of the Tartars of the prefent age, a 
Prince of aig apenas and bravery. 

(14) Duca] He was by nation a Grek; 
of a province of Rumelia, at firft the fer- 


vant of a Merchant at Jafij, afterwards 
made one of his Chamberlains by Prince 
Bafilius, then rais’d to a Baron by his fon 
Stephanus, and married to the daughter of 
Euftathius Prince of Dabiza, laftly by mo- 
ney and friends he obtain’d the principality. 
He was illiterate, but in managing aftairs, 
of great prudence, and reckon’d among 
the moft excellent of his age. He was 
thrice Prince of Moldavia, and once of Wa- 
lachia, At length, in his latter days, in- 
clining more to tyranny than a juft go- 
vernment, he is deliver’d up by the Barons 
to Polib captivity, dnd endel his life at 
Warfaw,

XVII. The conflernation Poland was under for this lofs is incx- Troops ue 

preflible. A fortrefs, thought capable of holding out many years, wa: bokit an 
taken in ten days, and lefs time fecm’d to be requir'd to ravage the 
whole kingdom. To confound the enemics the more, the Sultan fends 
Caplan Mehemed Pafba Governor ot Aleppo, and the Chan of Crm- 
Tartary, with the light armed forces to take Leopolis, whilft he him- 
{clf intending to follow with the main body of the army, incamps 
near Buchach*. Caplan with his men marches to Leopolis, ravaging 
the country as he pafles, clofely befieges the City, and makes fevcral 
aflaulrs 

XVIII. In this diftrefs, when the town was now reduc'd to extre- The Poles iue 
mites, the Poles repenting of their procecding, fend ambaffadors to “PW 
the Chan of the Tartars in his camp, who in the name of the King 
and Kingdom implore his interceflion for them to the Sultan, to in- 
cline him to peace, for which they were willing to deliver up forty 
eight towns and villages in the territoty of Cameniec, pay an annual 
tribute (15) of twenty thouland Rix Delaxs, account as friends the 
Coffaks under “Dorofbenko, and nevet mere quarrel with them. 

XIX. Seltm Grerai Chan, having heard the offers of the ambafladors, which 1s ce 
inftantly fends them to eke Ertyperor, who duly weighing the ftate of ‘4. 
affairs, grants a peace on the terms propos'd, and confirms the fame 
with new writings according to the anticnt form of treaties berween 
the ‘Poles and Othmans. Thefe being exchang'd, he disbands the ar- 
my the beginning of the winter, and in the month Saban in the 
ycar 1083 returns victorious to Adrianople. 

This was the laft vidory from the year of the Hesira 611 to 1083, H ros; 
by which any advantage accrucd to the Othman flate, or any City 7 
or Province was anncx'd to the anticnt bounds of the Empire. There 
have enfued efpecially under the reign of Leopold Emperor of Ger- 
many, terrible flaughtcrs, fuch as pofterity would hardly believe, were
